Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Arata, 
Japanese Patent Publication 2004-049838 ("Arata"), see Translation of Arata. 
Claims 1 and 7-9 : Arata teaches the following: 
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a method for determining sleep stages of an examinee (see Abstract and figs. 1 , 
2, and 5), the method comprising: 

detecting signals of the examinee with a non-invasive biosignal detector, such as 
a heartbeat detector signal detector or pressure detection sensor (see para. 25-26 and 
37-41); 

calculating a signal strength deviation value that indicates deviation of a signal 
strength of the detected signals (see para. 27-28); and 

determining a sleep stage by using the signal strength deviation value or a value 
of a plurality of values based on the signal strength deviation value as an indicator value 
(see para. 55-66). 

Arata additionally teaches subject matter of the dependent claims 2-7 (see para. 32-55).
